It 
is r**i>orted that twenty-one of them are in foal. 
.\dani is a striking aiiimal, of great size and splen 
did conformation. He represents the Flying Fox 
family in this country. He was advertised to 
be sold at tlie I./exington sale last week and a 
miniber of eastein men journeyed to Kentucky to 
bid on him, hut he was withdrawn. He cost his 
owners something like $8tt,000. He is over five 
years old.

After that four favor- 
ites went down to defeat. 

The rainy season began in earnest itoday. A heavy 
wind and rain storm prevailed during the morning 
and afternoon, the continued downiumr making it 
most disagr(*eahle for followers of the sport. Tlie 
track was sloppy and many horses slipped and 
siirawliHl painfully wlien racing'.

R. F. Carman and his son left tonight for Los 
.\iig(‘les. His trainer, James P.lnte, had preceded 
him hy several day.s. Fift(*en racers from the Car- 
man establishment w’ere sliipiu*d early in the wet*k, 
the remainder, uiimbering forty head, are awaiting 
horse ears. 

CARMAN’S CHANGE OF PLANS. 

Whe.n R. F. Carman left New York last fall 
with his liig stable for Oakland he said he wonhl 
race at the Emeryville track throughout the meet- 
ing, l)ii7. he has siii'ce partially abandoned that plan 
and will race the most of the horses in his string 
at the new track near I»s Angeles. 

Nothing in a racing way has transpired since the 
opening at Oakland in connection with his stable 
to discourage Mr. Carman, hut he is said to have 
coiwhided tliatt there were more purses which his 
horses <*ould win at Santa Anita Park than they 
would if he remHined at Oakland. The Carman 
Stable at Oakland was the equal of any there in 
racing strength, but the general inferiority of the 
horses wliich will race ait Santa Anita Park, while 
likely to prove of better class collectively than 
were ever raced at Ascot I’ark, will not be as 
forinidable opponents as the horses Carman has en- 
countered with his racers at Oakland. The de- 
parture of Carman, Bliite and Guy Burns for the 
southern track leaves S. C. Hildreth supreme in a 
racing way at Oakland, and his securing second 
call on the si*rvices of jockey Walter Miller gi*eatly 
eiihaiK-es his chances of capturing many of the big 
stakes to be decidtKl during the meeting.

Remarkable List of Horses of that Age 
Which Proved Great Disappointments. 

Th(*orisls in this country Avho are fond of dc- 
T.ving tlie American tb^ironghbred can find .scant 
oinfort in tlie views of Warren Hill of London 
Sporting Life, who in the folloAving ar'icle seems 
t«» take a gloomy view of the nnsonmlne«s of the 
’.ritish tlioroiighbred. In revicAviiig some features 
of the racing of 1907. he says: 

••Ixiokiiig tmek at the season thus ended one is 
struck by the very extraordinary collajise of an 
('imrmous numiter of our best horses, and taking im'o 
(Hint tin* favorable nature of tin* .si*ason it i>rovid<*s 
aniplo grounds for alarm at the increasing softness 
of our pre.sent-(Liy breed of thorouglibreds. With 
tiiree-year-ol(ls tlie lied rwk of the future, they 
form a iin>S' iniiiortniit bram'h, and if one look.s 
tlirough the list handicapped by the keojier of tlie 
-Match Ih»ok last aiitninn, ciimplete evblence can 
l>e olitained. 

“Tlie place of honor Avas rightly assigned to 
*olar Star, wlio after winning the Jubilee degen- 
erated almost to a plater. S’lieve Gallion failed to 
stand training ami has gone abroad to the stud; 
.My Pet II. lost every vestige of his brilliant form 
in France: 8axham degenerated into a sprinter 

through some eonstitutiorwil decay; ’I’niquair became 
seriously affccti'd in his Avind. and has left for 
more temperate climes; Sagamore is scarcely beyond 
medium hamlicap class; OrAAell, the most brilliant 
filly of last year, has talk'd even in miKk'rate han- 
dicap class; Olympian, the giant. Iwis retired from 
training; Bcnzoiiian is soft, delicate, and of mod- 
erate handicap class: Auher proved of little ac- 
count; Bilton Park Avas disposed of after a poor

has not done emnigh to keep her name alive; 
Aeclaiin started Avith a great flourish of trumpets 
in the spring, only to deteriorate to moileraite ban 
dicup form in the autumn; Sixty porha(i« ahvays 
laliored under a false reputation; Simon Square 
could not stand training; Bcllavista collapsed and 
was retired to the stud; . Qn’Appelle became a 
roarer; Tui became a bad rogue; Gnome was a 
victim to fever; Galleot apparently lost his action;

“The al»ove were liandicapped above ninety -<*jght 
pounds ana eontinnlDg beloAV their standard, results 
proved almost fully as disastrous. 'Thus Venilia 

Avoiit doAvnAvards to third-class handicaps; Emerald 
gave Avay in her training; I’erformauce was disiiosi'd 
of; Varra Weel could not be trained; Shirley became 
a Avild horse; I’eacli Avas unable to win a race, and 
finally fell on tin* road and cut her knees; Sym- 
niuchiis, her .stalile companion, laii away and col- 
lided Avith a tree, breaking his hip; Ulpian has 
only app«*ared on a race course twrice; Hillsprite 

got Avroiig in his tliroat; Viceroy was a source of 
great trouble to Major Beatty; Billidere remained 
just useful in sprint races; Morla we lost sight of; 
StiralKMit has left England; AngoiUeme R. Day was 
glad to part Avilh; Stron Ard was queer in temper 
as well as h*gs; Ste Claire II. makes a noise; Pet- 
chora, Allargue, Seiiuiii. Geionima, Beattie, Sweet 
Thrush, Southaiinaii, I’ainted Lady, Athlete, Prince 
of Piedmont, Zinc, Vada, ’ferlinga and Rosalind 
also were all tlioiight worth.v a place in ^his Free 
Handicap but what ar<* they’? 

“Or, if Ave go ev(*n to those overlooked in the 
aliove list there is tlie same sad tale. Bushranger 
is a deterinlncd welsher; King Ctarles collapsed be- 
for«‘ half the year Avas over; Asian Avould not race; 
.Meadow Rin* proA-ed a jade; Adora failed to stand 
training; Couius eoiild not staiKl the season; Sella 
collapsed early; Reckless proved a complete jade; 
St. Petersbnrjf, AAliich might have taken high hon- 
ors, liroke down; Lnisia has been put to hurdle rac- 
ing; Dusty Miller became qiiite unreliable; Under- 
w(xm 1 broke down; St. Ollalia broke down. 

“Noav Ave are dealing Avith .some hundred and 
tliirty thiee-3ear-olds that ought to have provided a 
liackbone to all our handicaps and classic races 
open to all ages next year, and all that remain 
with any groat chance of proving useful are Gal- 
vani.
